Welfare shall be appointed from 
amongst the teachers of die 
University, not below the rank of a 
Reader, by the Executive Council on 
the recommendations of the Vice- 
Chancellor. 

(6) (1) Every Dean of Students’ 
Welfare appointed under Clause (1) 
shall be a whole-time officer and 
shall hold office for a term of three 
years and shall be eligible for re- 
appointment. 

Provided that the Executive Council
